den.” 


Yet in the face of all this, and much more abundan*® 
testimony easily produced, the ablest preacher of this 
age, Henry Ward Beecher, from whom we have already 
quoted, said in a recent discourse: “It you take a pine- 
tree and an oak-tree, and go backward along the line 
of vegetable development till you get away back to the 
mosses, you will find that, step by step, through other 
types and lower classes, they come very near together. 
At the moss you reach the point from which they 
diverge, one to the right hand and the other to the left, 
until by and by you get back to pine and oak, and 
their divergences run twenty generations back to the 
inferior vegetable kingdom. The same is true in all 
animal lives. If you trace them back you come to 
where they differentiated, varied, and went off in sepa- 
rate lines, more and more varying all the way through, 
Now the teaching of the scientific school is, that going 
back along the line of human development, you will 
come to the point of the ever-unfolding stem—not 
where the monkey or ape was the father or grand- 
father of man, but where there was a point in which 
the man and ape leaned away from each other, the ape 
developing toward the left, and growing more by 
muscle, by bone, by the animal side, and the man—or

This. hypothesis claims that if you trace the various 
lines of organic existence back far enough you will 
come at dast toa common parent, or common point of 
vitality from which all species originate, and from 
which they diverge. in all directions to ocoupy and 
beautify this world:of ours. 


But where, I ask, shall we look for proof, or even: for 


an éntimatjon, that.this theory is correct? If it ze tene, 
or can be fairly demonstrated, it would at once. exalt 
“evolution” into a principle of science.

Fifty-seven parallel lines of descent have in Europe run 
on along with man from the post-glacial period with- 
out change or material modification of any kind. Thus 
man and bis companion, mammals present a series. of 
lines not converging as if they pointed to some common 
prcgenitor, but strictly parallel to cach other. . The 
absolute duration of the human species does not affeo: 
this argument. If man has existed only six or seven 
thousand years, still at the beginning of his exiatence 
he was as distinct from the lower animals as he is now, 
and shows no signs of gradation into other forme, Or 
if he has endured since the great. glacial period, and is

to be regarded as.a species of a hundred thousand 


years continuance, still the fact is the same, and is, if 


poesible, less favorable to derivation. Similar facts 
meet us in all other directions. After the mest 
careful study of about two hundred species of ma- 
rine animals existing in asub-fossil state in the post- 
pliocene days.of Canada, I have arrived at the conclu- 
sion that during all their long history they areabsolute- 
ly unchanged. To what does all this point? Eyident- 
ly to the conclusion that all species show no-indication 
of change or derivation—no tendency to impreye; but 
they move back in parallel lines to some unknown cre- 
ative origin.” 

As we have already said, geology in its dateless rec- 
ords gives no intimation of the growth of one species 
from another. To“bring forth after its kind” is the 
law impressed upon every living thing. You may go 
back, perhaps, for thousands of centuries and find 
specimens of huadreds of species of animals, and ts

Re- 
member the record of her past history—St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Day, and other instances of bloodshed, cruelty, 
and oppression, Remember Monsignor Oapel has come 
to this country to tell us that the Roman Oatholic 
Oburch is one in all ages; always teaches the same, and 
never changes. If 80, it is to be watched continually. 
Rather than that this beautiful country, “the land of 
the free and the home of the brave,” should fall a prey, 
I would. see its inhabitants swept away by. fire, pesti- 
lence, and cyclone. Liberty, civil and religious, is the 
corner-stone of our republic. Let us guard the pre- 
cious boon, and thus prove ourselves worthy of the 
heritage of Luther’s religious Reformation, and of the 
political privileges received from our forefathers.

A similar work was done by an English lady in Paris. 
She went there and opened a Bible class for English 
shop girls, and soon sixty-four attendants honored her 
with their presence. One day one of the girls handed 
her a franc piece, saying, “This is a gift of faith and love 
for a Girls’ Home in Paris,” The noble lady was inspir- 
ed by this action te undertake the work of which this lit- 
tle gift was the prophecy. 

Returning to England she soon had fifty thousand 
dollars with which to buid the home she needed, and 
since the Franco-Prussian war she has increased the 
number to five homes, and sonnected with each isa 
sanitarium.. These homes have had sixteen hundred 
inmates since their founding, and one hundred and 
thirty are now provided for. Morning and evening re- 
ligious services are held, and on Sabbath they conduct 
Mission meetings in ten different parts of the great 
city. 

Nor does the foreign work exclude from its wide 
fields and haunts of wretched want the noblest of noble 
women. Engenie, the sister of the Swedish king, ie 
greatly interested in the Mission of her church to Lap- 
land, to the support of which she hasat times even parted 
with her jewels, and is said now to be laboring herself as 
a missionary on those inhospitable shores. 

Any woman who for love of Christ will thus give 
her means and her life to the wretched for their salvation 
will herself be transformed into more than sister or 
queen of a king. 

And if this or that woman can not go herself, as more 
than one has deplored to me, she may at least encour- 
age others to go who can and assist them in their going, 
We would that the sisters of the Christian Oburch 
would thus arouse themselves. Can -not our great sis- 
terhood furnish the means with which to send one or 
more of their own number forth to foreign fields for the 
work of Jesus and for hissake? What distinctive work 
bas woman in the Christian Church, and what better 
work than this can she have? 

Mary Lyon was for many years the principal of Mt. 
Holyoke Seminary. She used often to tell her lady pu- 
pils to go “willingly where no one else would go, that 
thereby they might do good.”. What wonder that sixty 
of her graduates became missionaries in foreign parts 
under the banner of Jesus? 

Did this one woman do sixty times as much as the 
entire sisterhocd of the Christian Church has done up 
to this day? How sad, if not shameful, the confession 
that this is so. 

Should any of our sisters go forth they would find 
themeelves preceded by vast numbers of their own sex. 
In 1876, of the four hundred and thirty-six missionaries 
in China, three hundred and ten were women, and of the 
one hundred in Japan twenty-five were women. 

The American Board are supporting one hundred and 
seventy-five men and one hundred and three women as 
missionaries abroad. ' 

The Disciples have six missionaries in India, four cf 
whom are women, and noneof these six have any pledged 
support from the church at home. 

Tpe Freewill Baptists have six women ‘and five gen- 
tlemen missionaries in the field, and the General Bap- 
tists sixty-seven women and ninety men, 

The Ladies’ Missionary Society of the M, E, Church 
employ twenty-one women as missionaries in China, 
nine in Japan, fourteen in India, five in Mexico, and 
five in Bouth America. Nearly all the men who go 
forth as missionaries are accompanied by their wives 
who to a great extent are workers with them. 

From America, in the foreign field, are now 978 
women missionaries, not counting the wives of mission- 
aries and 625 from Europe, or a total of 1606 women 
against 3225 men. r 

By these figures it will be seen that women are wanted 
in the heathen lands, and while the number of thece 
God-fearing women is daily increasing, tHe demand is 
by no means met, Are there not women in our own 
ranks ready for the white fields abroad? Cook says 
that the hope of India lies chiefly in its Zenana schools, 
and surely this agency is the lever for woman’s eleva- 
tion in heathen lands, 

In 1875 missionary women hed established 1,300 
Zenana classes in India, where the wives and daugh- 


120,000,000 of women who can be reached by women 
Only as Bible readers, Zenana teachere,and medical 
attendants, Mrs. Capron, of the Madura Mission, dur- 
ing 1881 wrote 6473 prescriptions for the sick, visited 3 
families on the average each evening, superinteaded & 
girls’ schools, and treated from 20 to 30 women and 
children daily in her office. This sowing was all for 
Jesus, and who can measure its results? In the north- 
west. provinces of India, ont of 21,000,000 womea, only 
10,000 can read cr are learnirg to read—1 in 1,000, 
What a field is this for woman! 

Dr, Johnson says: “I stand amazed before the reve- 
lations of the last decade as to how woman can help 
Christ’s kingdom to come. What unused and un- 
guessed resources have been lying hid which hia 
‘woman’s work for. woman’ has called out of their 
secret places and sent on missionary errands around 
the world! It is the dawn of a new day, and there 
scarcely has been a brighter since the angels made the 
Judean air thick with melody at the birth of Jesus. It 
looks after all as if the strategic peint in the warfare of 
this world’s supremacy were the heart of woman. That 
won and the family is won. When up goes the family, 
down goes heathenism,” 

Dr. Wilder adds: “Let the godly women of Ohris- 
tendom take heart and courage. A grander, holier en- 
terprise never yet enlisted man’s energies or woman's 
devotion.” 

And Dr. Pierson writes: “If the Syrian dameels 
gave their hair to be woven into cables and cordage for 
the navy of Tyre, in the extremity of war; if the maids 
of Carthage cut off their raven ringlets to braid them 
‘into bow-strings for the Oarthaginian archers; and if 
the women of Israel gave their jewels for the taberna- 
cle, surely the women of this century might, for the 
sake of the gospel, give of their ornaments to the de- 
pleted treasury of the Lord.” 

If we had no other means with which to inaugurate 
our work abroad, the sisters of the Christian Church 
could spare of their useless or unnecessary ornaments 
asum sufficient to send forth a score of missionaries 
to the perishing of heathen climes. It is not necessary 
that we should do this, but I beseech the sisterhood of 
the Christian Ohurch to give their thought and hearts 
to this great work of the Lord. Dare you not daily 
pray for your heathen sisters and their darkened homes, 
and for those who, through great sacrifices, are laboring 
to save them? Do this, and soon your hands will open 
with offerings of love toward our treasury. 

To date, only twenty-five persons have responded to 
our appeal for $1 a year, and but eight of these are 
women, Sisters, we apzeal to you in the name of that 
dear One whose religion is woman’s only hope of éle- 
vation, and may God in his love turn toward heathen 
shores the feet of some of our consecrated women.

The Committee on Enrollment reported twenty-five 
life members and sixteen annual members present. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 


After prayer by Rev. A. C. Hanger, the president 
gave a very appropriate address, in which he called 
special attention to the relief and missionary depart- 


ments. 

Rey. 0. J. Jones read s paper on evangelistic work, 
full of wisdom, counsel, and useful suggestions, which 
Was referred to the Committee on Missions. 

The Secretary of Sunday-schools stated that he has 
in preparation a system of uniform reports for the Sab- 
bath-schools of the state. 

On motion, the association proceeded to the election 
of officers for the ensuing year. Rev. A. W. Ooan was 
re-elected to the office of president by acclamation. 
The election of vice-presidents resulted as follows: 
First’ vice-president, A. O. Hanger; second, J. Lyon; 
secretary, M. Harrod; secretary of finance, 0. A. Will- 
jams; of missionary department, W. M. Overturf; pub- 
lishing, 0. W. Garoutte; educational, 8. 8. Newhouse; 
Sabbath-schocl, E. A. De Vore; relief, Josiah Knight. 

Eiders W. M. Overturf and M..Harrod were recom- 
mended to the Christian Publishing Association to be 
elected trustees of said association at their biennial 
meeting. 

SECOND DAY—MORNING SESSION, 
. After one half hour of religious or devotional exer- 
cises the association resumed business at 9 A. M, 

A communication from the Addison Ohurch, Cham- 
paign County, soliciting aid,.was referred to the Oom- 
mittee on Missions. 

The report on missions was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Finance. 

The committee with reference to the trouble in the 
Eastern Ohio Conference reported that they had at- 
tempted to effect a reconciliation by means of « joint 
consultation by committees from both parties, but 
failed in their effort, One of the committee had visited 
the old conference, and found among them a seeming 
willingness todo what was right in adjusting the diffi. 
culties between them. They also reported that the 
new organization in correspondence had manifested a 
desire to haye their differences reconciled. The old 
conference is recommended to postpone their confer- 
ence until the time the new conference convenes, and 
the association was recommended to appoint a commit- 
tee to visit the two conferences to secure if possible a 
settlement of their difficulties and seek a permanent 
union of organization. It was recommended that this 
committee have power to fill up vacancies in its own 
number. Elder J. P. Watson was recommended to 
withhold all appropriations from the mission fund, and 
withdraw all appointments of missionaries, within the 
territory of these two contending organizations until 
existing troubles could be acted upon.

Its first building was one of the 
pioneer churches of the conference, dating back some forty- 
eix years. Its pastors have been some of the most talented 
in the West, and to some extent it has been a mother of 
churches, a producer of preachers, and noted for her high 
standard of piety and religious activity among her mem- 
bers, many of whom are now scattered in the different 
stateaof the great West, among them the venerable Deacon 
Jobn Clark, located in Kansas. The building is 30 by 50 
feet, with steeple and bell, including all the modern fix: 
tures of lamps, stoves, etc., that pertain to church-building, 
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costing $1,380, While it is a first-class house in finish and 
matenial, it exceeds every house in the Western Indiana 
Conference in its model. The vestibulé and steeple have a 
south-east corner location and the piace of entrance to the 
church, The acoustic properties of the audience room are 
excellent. Many of our church houses are regular preach- 
exkillers in this respect. Large audiences were present day 
and evening, and it was noticed that some pocket books— 
t. €., corners of them—showed upin the assembly in the 
evening that were not visible in the daytime—owing, I 
suppose, to the “panicky” times and the scarcity of money. 
The indebtedness was $310, which was all raised and the 
carpenter paid off and his receipttaken, Rev. R, M. John- 
son isa member of that congregation, and a young minis- 
ter of integrity and fature promise.

A SENSATION. 





There are wholesome sensations as well as those that 
- are hurtful. There isa sense in which nearly every 
individual and religious body needs a sensation—a 
thunder-clap of fresh thought—an earthquake of more 
effective and newly-asserted forces, There are minds 
that run to ruts, religious bodies that tend to staid ways, 
and old methods that fail to meat the new demands of 
the age and the hour. Hence it is that Dr, Noble’s ser- 
mon produced what was perbaps a timely sensation in 
the late National Congregational Council. Especially 
so as to that part of the sermon touching the Savior’s 
methods of preaching. The speaker held that these 
methods were not stiff, or fixed, or defined, but easy, 
natural, pliable, spontaneous—“adapted to all classes of 
men, without regard to intellectual qualification, moral 
coadition, or social standing.” 

Dr. Noble asks. whether our methods are like unto 
those of Christ. He thinks there is a doubt in the 
minds of some whether it is proper to try to save souls 
except within the four walls of the church and in some 
quite regular and dignified manner. He fears that not 
a few apprehend that there is a compromise of religion 
in trying to convert men by “open-air preaching and 
evangélistic meetings. He says he has no fancy for so- 
called salvation armies, but “if men are reached by them

law. He further tells us: “To the weak became I as 
weak, that I might gain the weak. Iam made all things 
to all men, that I might by all means save some,” Noth- 

ing is more true than that God has no fixed methcds by 
which one man shall speak to another about his spirit- 
ual danger and his religious duties, This depends much 
upon the person speaking and the person spoken to. 
Some men must be approached cautiously. There are 
others to whom we must run and speak. Some men 
are held back from grave transgression by kindly coun- 
sel, Others that have fallen deep into degradation must 
be snatched as brands from the burnings. The princi- 
pal thing is to see the danger that threatens and to have 
a heaxt to spring forward to the resoue. We forget 
philosophy and the rules of swimming schools; we for- 
get kid gloves and broadcloth when a bather is strang- 
ling amid the breakers. We plunge in, praying as we 
swim and dive, and rejoicing as we bear the rescued one 
to the beach.

BARTON WARREN STONE—NO. 2. 


The year 1788 found the subject of these sketches 
fixing the determination in bis mind to acquire a lib- 
eral education. His part of his father’s estate was set 
off to him at the age of sixteen, and, by the advice of his 
relatives, he resolved to use it in the acquisition of an 
academic education and thus fit himself for the practice 
of the law. 

Bidding adieu to his mother, waom he fondly loved, 
he directed his steps towards the then celebrated acad- 
emy at Guilford, North Carolina. The institution was 
under the professorship of Dr. David Oaldwell, a man 
justly celebrated for extensive learning and eloquence. 
He entered the academy on the first day of February, 
1790, from which day we may date the gradual formation 
of that sublime character in the person of Barton W. 
Stone which distinguished his name over this entire 
continent. 

Here he was at once bronght under religious inflo- 
ences. He frequently sat under the teachings of that 
man of God, James MoGready, “a Presbyterian preacher 
of exceeding popularity, piety, and engagedness;” Dr. 
J. B. Smith, president of Hampden Sidney College, a 
man of learning and power as a preacher; the elo- 
quent and forcible Qarey Allen; James Blythe, always 
earnest and sincere; and the learned Robert Marshall. 
Under such influences he did not long retain in his 
mind the resolve to prepare himself for the legal pro- 


fession. 
While yet pursuing his studies in the Guilford Acad- 


emy he became convicted of sin, saw the necessity of 
holy living, and soon thereafter became a member of 
the Presbyterian Church under the preaching of the 
pious and elcquent MoGready. Thies occurred on 
Sandy River in the State of Virginis, but full conver- 
sion occurred at Almance, Guilford Oounty, N. 0, on 
an occasion when a young and forcible minister named 
William Hodge preached from the sublime words, "God

‘Are so many finding God in our highly proper ways 
that we can afford to say that men shall not come ex- 
cept by the gates having the orthodox degree and propor. 
tion? It is not to be forgotten that the city which John 
saw had twelve gates, If the three gates on the north are 
for cool, cireumspect people, quite likely the gates on the 
south are for impetuous, shouting folk, If wild, ‘moun- 
tain evangelists’ and ‘boy-preachers,’ with their extraya- 
gances only succeed in bringing men to God, it is not for 
anybody to rise up atid forbid'them. On the human side 
religion gravitates toward exclusiveness. Chnurehes may 
be compared to pine-trees. When they canted 
their limbs are low down, and the little, t: 
lodge in them and sing their songs there. Bas as they 
stretch up year “4 year the lower hmbs fall off, and at 
last their tops are that there is housing in them 
aul ter Nhs chdiod | the hawks, and the crows,’’ 

It would seem from the above quotation that Dr, 
Noble had been impremod with Paul's position upon 


* Yet he did not, for many years afterward, feel per- 
fectly free in mind, for he was constantly hauated by 
the thought of the doctrine of election, reprobation, and 
predestination—a dogma Barton W. Stone never could 
and never did indorse, To his mind it was abhorent, and, 
as he firmly believed, after careful and {ull investiga- 
tion, to be at war with divine teaching as revealed in 
the Bible. 

Early in 1792, his means being about exhausted, he 
found himeelf without decent clothing and means with 
which to procure books to pursue his studies. To 
him it was a dark hour; so much so that he saw no 
alternative but to relinquish his studies and quit the 
academy, a thought that filled his mind with the deep- 
eat gloom. 

At this very point how many young men have been 
cut off from all hope for the future who, had they 
been able to complete their collegiate course, would 
| have been an honor in life to themselves and a blessing 
to humanity! But happily Barton W. Stone was not 
driven to the necessity of quitting the academy, thanks 
to the generous spirit of Dr. David Oaldwell, whom 
Stone styles “my good friend and father.” Dr, Oaldwell 
urged Barton to go forward with his studies, promising 
to walt on him until he was able to pay him, He gladly 


saved to the church, . 

Stone closed his academic coursé with distinguished 
honors. For the day ir which he lived he was a finish- 
ed scholar, for he had beén laborious and attentive dur- 
ing his entire stay at the academy. At this old academy, 
whose grim and moss-grown walls, I am informed, still 
stand as a monument of the past, he laid the founda- 
tion, deep and broad, for future usefulness. He hed be- 
come proficient in mathematics, history, geography, 
Latin, and all the English rudiments, and aleo in Greek. 
This enabled him, with ease in after years, while en- 
gaged in the ministry, to take up and become proficient 
in French and Hebrew and thus becoming an eminent 
echolar, enabling him to cope successfully with the most 
learned sectarians of the age in which he lived, an ac- 
complishment he could not have attained but for the 
thorough learning his painstaking disposition prompted 
him to acquire. 

Here let me digress a little, The Obristian Ohurch 
can not attach too much importance to the education of 
the ministry. You must educate to keepabreast of the ris- 
ing and advancing tide of humanity. You must educate 
or you will fall behind—and perish. All of the bright 
and shining lights in the old Ohristian Church of Amer- 
ica were men of extensive learning. Elias Smith was 
an elegant scholir; the Parviances were men of letters; 
Barton W. Stone had but few equalsin the day in 
which he lived; and, lastly, William Kinkade was a 
profound scholar, making him a man of deep and 
pungent thought. Their learning and piety enabled 
them while this country was a howling wilderness to 
raiee the banner of Christ aloft and give the doctrine of 
the Christian Church standing and character in the 
minds of the people that can never be eradicated. Those 
and other men of like attainments are to day the great 
lights of the church on this continent, Their learning 
enabled them to leave their teachingsin permanent form 
and we now enjoy the benefit of them, 

Sustain Union Obristian College, sustain Antioch; 
build up and sustain Le Grand Institute, Starkey Sem- 
inary, Stanfordville Ohristian Biblical Institute, and 
Franklinton Seminary, so that other men of power and 
genius may come forth before the world armed aad 
equipped, as those men of God were, to defend the blese- 
ed, pure, and holy truths of the Bible. 

Do this and God will bless you and bless the Obristian 
Oburch abundantly. Do this and the day is not cistant 
when the old Obris‘ian Oburch will rise up with new- 
ness of life and in great power and advance to certain 
victory. God grant that we may see the day when the 
Obristian Ohurch will be second to none in the land in 
its educational interests. 

About the time ycung Stone finished his academic 
course he felt, to use his own language, “a great desire 
to preach the gospel.” He felt that “necessity was laid 
upon him,” and that he could not escape the rasponsi- 
bility. His old “friend and father,” Dr. Caldwell, en- 
couraged him in his undertaking. He was then but 
nineteen years old, yet he sayr, “I bad a hearty desire to 
glorify God and save sinters by preaching.” This wasa 
heavenly inspiration and sealed him a servant of the liv- 
ing God forever. 

He abandoned the purpose he first entertained of be- 
coming a member of the legal profession, and, in 1793, 
under the instruction of William Hodge, a learned 
Presbyterian minister, he began the study of theology. 
Associated with him was the celebrated Samuel Holmes, 
a distinguished scholar and rare genius, afterward pres: 
ident of the North Carolina University, who gave to it a 
character superior to any institution in the South. It 
sent out into the world some of the most distinguished 
men of which the South can boast. With these sur- 
roundings Barton W. Stone began his preparations for 
the gospel ministry.

TRIAL OF REY. JOHN W: WHITE. 


We have received from Rev. John W. White, of 
Milroy, Pa., a pamphlet entitled “A Fall Report of the 
Trial of Rev. John W. White for Heresy by the Hunt- 
ington (Pa.)

2, Denying the doctrine of the trinity; denying the 
personality of the Holy Ghost; denying the distinct 
and real personality of the Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost, 

8. Teaching that sin consisted in act only, and deny- 
ing the imputation of Adam’s sin. 

4, Denying the resurrection of the material body. 

5. Teaching that man can be saved by obeying the 
moral law. 

Mr, White is, and has been for the past twenty-five 
years, pastor of the Presbyterian Ohurch at Milroy, Pa., 
and is a man whose learning, ability, and piety are 
above question—one of the most effisient and success- 
ful pastors in the preabytery. 

The trial was conducted in a “genuine, orthodox” 
spirit. Nearly every question put to witnesses in the 
examination-in chief was a leading question—that is, 
the answer desired was put into the mouth of the wit- 
ness in the form of the question. The proseoution ob- 
jected to Mr. White’s basing allowed the privilege 
awarded to Paul by Felix, Festus, Agrippa, and even 


| Nero, but the presbytery decided that he should an- 


swer for himself. Mr. White’s answer and croes- 
examination are full of interest, 

After Mr. White was permitted to withdraw from 
the ministry of the Presbyterian Church, Rev. J. O. 
Wilhelm, a member, asked. permission to withdraw, 
and subsequently prepared a paper giving his reasons 
for 80 doing. 

We do not pretend to agree with all Mr. White's 
notions in theology, but his dispositien of mind is 
certainly refreshing and full of the spirit of the truth. 
To us, he seems to be a little muddled on the relation 
of the Father and Son; also a little mixed on the 
at-one-ment, which Christ labored and suffered for and 
still seeks to bring about, reconciling men to God 
through the blood of his cross.

MISSIONARY WORK, 


At the last session of the Indiana State Conference 
steps were taken for a more vigorous prosecution of 
missionary work in that state.

Nine out of every ten of the young men who 
turn their faces toward euch schools are poor and need 
all the help they can get, and they must not be taxed 
for their preparation for a life-time of sacrifice, They 
bave nothing but themselves, and that they are offering 
upon the altar of truth. Very few sons of fortune turn 
to the ministry, and still fewer to the ministry among 
those who are willing to be poor and despised for the 
love of the truth. 

Our friends in the East have abundant means to en- 
dow the Christian Biblical Institute with ample re- 
sources and do themselves no harm whatever. We 
trust that a few such examples as that set by the vener- 
able Mrs, Jarvis will inspire new courage and enthuai- 
asm in the minds and hearts of the friends of the 
school, and that tangible and permanent results will fol- 
low. 





DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES, 


Some time since a brother writing from the South 
suggested that the Christians at the North would be 
helped in the prosecution ef their work by the adop- 
tion of a declaration of principles and form of govern- 
ment similar to that adopted by our brethren at the 
South, To his suggestion we made no reply, as it was 
simply an expression of his opinion. The Christian 
Sun noticed the suggestion, and expressed its approba- 
tion of the views of our correspondent. The HERsatp 
asked the Sun for ita reasons for believing in the neces- 
sity and usefulness of a declaration of principles and 
form of government, and in the issue of last week the 
Sun responded to our request at considerable length. 

It may be well to state at the beginning that person- 
ally the editor of this paper does not object to a decla- 
ration of principles per se. With us, the question would 
turn upon the character of the principles that are to be 
declared. Uertainly there could be no well-founded 
objection to a body of professed followers of Christ de- 
claring their faith in Jesus as the Christ of God and the 
Savior of men. Neither would there be any objection 
to declaring that the Bible, and it alone, should be the 
rule of faith and practice and the sole source of author- 
ity in the church, and that it is both the right and the 
duty of every lover of the truth as it is in Jeeus to 
study the Scriptures for himself and to understand 
their teaching for himself, and, by the grace of God, to 
practice them to the best of his ability, and to claim as 
brethren and fellow-heirs of the same blessed hope all 
those who are led by the spirit of God. We would not 
object to the declaration of any principle that might be 
found to harmonise with this. To us, faith in Jesus 
Ohrist and in his word is fundamental, and the right of 
individual interpretation is inalienable. Any declara- 
tion that does not inctude these principles, or that fails 
to emphasize them, is to us essentially deficient ; and 
any deolaration that includes any seatiment conflicting 
with these, or either of them, is at war with Obrist, and 
opposed to the rights and interests of his followers. 

The question of systematic methods of transacting 
business is another and altogether a different thing. 
To insist upon doing public business without system 
because we wish to resist the authority of creeds is not 
good reasoning. Our methods of church work and 
organized instrumentalities at the North are perbaps 
quite as systematic and efficient as those of the South. 

That part of the Southern declaration which is in- 
cluded under the head of the “Sentiments of the 
Church” is in our judgment open to very many and 
very serious objections. 

1,. It is an attempt at defining the position of the 
church in relation to certain doctrines and theories in 
theology, and it is for that reason an invasion of the 
right of individual jadgment. 

2. All authoritative definitions of theories in theol- 
ogy are inimical to the pursuit of a knowledge of the 
truth and dangerous to the liberties of the people. 

8. ‘It is an obvious attempt at imitating the old 
creeds in thirteen articles included under twelve heads, 
leading the candid inquirer to conclude that. those 
thirteen articles are authoritatively imposed upon the 
ministry and membership of that churob, and would 
hence necessarily exclude from the churob, or put into 
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a false position, all honest men who do not believe those 
dogmas. 

The circumatance of replacing the scholastic language 
of the old creeds with an extensive adoption of the 
language of Scripture does not in the least relieve the 
objection, The arranging of a set of passages of Script- 
ure which have been long and notoriously relied upon as 
proofs of a certain dogma in theology, and omitting to 
quote those passages supposed to be opposed to it, is 
equivalent to proclaiming the dogma itself, 

For example, suppose Mr. A, should ask Mr. B, to 
state the position of his church on the doctrine of 
hereditary depravity. Mr. B. should answer that his 
people were opposed to formulating the doctrines of 
the New Testament, but believed in expressing their 
views in Sc:ipture language, and went on to quote: 
“The Scripture hath concluded all under ain,” eic,; 
“There is none righteous: no, not one;” “All we, like 
sheep, have gono astray,” etc; “All have sinned and 
come short,” etc; “The carnal mind is not subject to 
the law of God,” etc.—would not any ono familiar with 
the subject at once conclude that Mr, B. believed in 
the doctrine of hereditary depravity ? 

Bat suppose that instead of answering by quot‘ng 
those passages he should answer by quoting the pas- 
sages relied upon by those who dispute the correctness 
of that doctrine—i.¢.: “Suffer little children and for- 
bid them not to come unto me, for of such is the king- 
dom of heaven;” “Except ye be converted and become 
as a little child ye can not enter the kingdom of heaven;” 
“Bome seed fell in good ground,” etc; “Bin is the trans- 
gression of the law;” “The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die;” “The father shall not bear the iniquity of the son, 
nor the son the iniquity of the father;” “Ye shall no 
more use this proverb, that the fathers have eaten sour 
grapes and the children’s teeth are set on edges”— 
there could be but one conclasion concerning his opin- 
ions of that doctrine. 

Hence it is not only necessary to use the language of 
the Bible, but to use ali that the Bible has said in order 
to make a just and truthful representation of its teach- 
ings upon any question. But as the Bible has said 
nothing at all of vory many of the questions of dog- 
matic theology in any sense in which those questions 
are usually treated, it is best to di-miss them altogether, 
and leave all men, as God has left them, free to study 
the Scriptures for themselves, and to follow faithfully 
the best light that God may give them. Every mani- 
festation of unwillingness to allow this liberty is a be- 
trayal of a want of confidence in Jesus Ohrist and his 
truth, 

Indeed, if itis propoeed to make an authoritative 
declaration of a doctrinal basis, candor would seem to 
suggest that ths article should be couched in the lan- 
guage in which the same doctrine is most frequently 
expressed, 

We believe that all authoritative definitions of the- 
ological opinion are not only unwarrantable usurpa- 
tions of authority, but that they are belittling to the 
trath of the gospel and a most fatal hindrance to growth 
in the knowle.ge of the Lord. Butif we should un- 
dertake such a thing we should feel bound in common 
fairness to use those terms concerning the import of 
which there is no dispute. 

The Sun is of the opinion that their declaration has 
been of vast advantage to our brethren at the South. 
On the question of better organization for Christian 
work, as above intimated, we have nothing tosay. And 
not in the least doubting the sincerity of those who hold 
these opinions, we ar compelled to believe that the 
promulgation of an authoritative doctrinal statement is 
immeneély against them and logically fatal to their pro- 
feesion of a non-sectarian church movement. We know 
those brethren well enough to know that they do not 
propose to deny fellowship to Christian men and wo1 en 
who do not accept the orthodox theory of the person of 
Jesus, of the judicial atonement, or of hereditary deprav- 
ity. Bat this declaration of doctrines places them in that 
attitude all the same, 

Tbe advantage that the Sun claims is that the official 
declaration has relieved the brethren South from the 
charge of teaching heresy, which term the Sun uses in 
the sense of “false doctrine.” (That is the Roman Oath- 
olic eense of that word, but it is not the New Testament 
sense of it.) But another more eerious question arises 
right here, How has the declaration relieved them from 
the charge of heresy? Isit not by leading the advocates 
of authoritative creeds to believe that our brethren have 
become converts to that doctrine and that they are 
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not only willing to promulgate an authoritative creed, 
but that they are also willing to adopt a creed that is 
substantially the same as theirs? If “ye are of the 
wor'id the world can not hate you,” asa matter of course; 
but, is it good gospel to surrender for the sake of avoiding 
being called Beelzebub ? 

Would it not have shown better coprage and greater 
wisdom to have replied that “we confess that after 
the way which they cal/ heresy so worship we the 
God of our fathers, believing all things which are 
written in the Holy Scriptures,’ but bowing the kn.e 
to God only? It is perfectly safe, just, and right to 
claim brotherhood and fellowship with the humblest 
seeker after truth upon the face of the green eartb; 
but the game of “pussy-wants-a-corner” is not becom- 
ing the dignity and position of the children of the 
King of glory. 

And, again, where is there any good reason for our 
existence as a separate organization after we have pro- 
mulgated an authoritative doctrinal basis, and one that 
is just like the other sects? In the light of such a doc- 
trinal basis, does not the declaration that “the right 
of private judgment in all things pertaining to relig- 
ion is universal and unalienable,” become a mere plati- 
tude from which the force and meaning has all eked 
out? 

It is no part of the mission of the church to seek to 
conduct itself in such a manner that no one will find 
fault withit. The church or the man that has incurred 
the opposition of no one has done nothing that is wor- 
thy of beingdone. It is the mizsion of the Christians to 
seek the truth in faithfulness and humility, and to tell it 
in fidelity and charity—not stopping for one moment to 
inquire whether it suits or does not suitany man below 
the stars—only, isit the truth as it isin Jesus? With 
this course those who believe that the whole truth of 
the gospel.of Christ is fixed and formulated in the old 
creeds will never be satisfied. Nor will that class cease 
to charge heresy as long as there is any one brave 
enough or true enough toclaim the liberty of the chil- 
dren of God. If, therefore, the thing has nd higher mis- 
sion than to placate the heresy-hunters and to allay the 
alarm of the weak ones that have been frightened by 
them, its adoption should be looked upon as a most un- 
fortunate blunder and a practical surrender of the great 
principles for which our fathers con ended. 





FROM CHICAGO, 

Dear Bro, Coan:—In the Teachers’ Institute at Irving 
Park on Friday last I had the rare good fortune to 
make the acquaintance of a personage who, I have 
reason to believe, is of special importance to those who 
are still living that bore a helping hand in the birth 
and childhood struggle of the Obristian Church; and 
in fact I feel that the mention of his name ought to 
cause the hearts of us younger workers in the chur 
to stir with some degree of emotion as the thought 
reverts to those early days of conquest and triumph.

During his lecture on Friday this gentleman referred 
to Horace Mann and some of bis great works, and at 
the mention of that name I became instantly thrilled 
with sweet memories of our old Antioch. Knowing 
that the gentleman wasan Eastern man, I was deter- 
mined to become better acquainted with him, and as we 
took the train for the city be invited ma to sit by him. 
Ithen begun my quizsing, which resulted in drawing 
from his lips a brief, yet most graphic, history of the 
Ohristian Church from its foundation to the present 
time; and, furthermore, he revealed to me the fact that 
he was no less a personage than the soa of Noah Piper 
of that long ago, 

Jonathan Piper isa citizen of the city of Chicago, 
and is extensively identified with the educational in- 
terests of the city and of all the North and West. He 
isa man of brilliant parts,a very ready talker, and 
altogether capable of making a person feel at home in 
his presence, He was educated in part at Bowdoin 
Cpllege, and ia at present filty-tbree years of age. He 
spoke in glowing terms of his father, and the cthers 
whe were associated with him in the spread of “gospel 
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liberty,"—described them as men of pure lives and 
sterling worth. “Often,” says he,“did my father go 
away in the midst of harvest time to preach the gospel 
of light,and he always returned feeling he had sayed 
some soul from the sinks of sin.” He told me many 
things, but I will tell them to you some time when I 
can talk to you face to face. Mr. Piper stated that if he 
can steal away from busy life long enough he would be 
pleased to write a short series of reminiscences of that

On August 25th I left for the land of strangers. How 
sweet to bear the burden of the word of the Lord! 
When I arrived at the depot at which I was instructed to 
leave the cars, I found a fine looking old gentleman 
in waiting with a carriage {o convey me to the grove 
contiguous to a fine chapel, and many a friendly hand 
gave me welcome. Praise the Lord for that bond of 
love that so readily unites Christian hearts, even if they

The tables were spread, although there was not much 
grass in the place, neither did the people sit down upon 
is | it, nor was it needful that the loaves be multiplied, yet s 
bounteous répast was enjoyed, and how many baskets 






of the fragments were gathered up I can not tell. 
The feast being over, the sweet tones of a fine bell called 
us to a mental feast. Fora rural church costing about 
three thousand dollars, it showed neatness, economy, 
and taste. 

Here I found an intelligent and pleasant people liv- 
ing out the principles that we as a people profess as beat 
they knew, and yet I do not know that one of them had 
ever h ard a Christian’ minister preach. There were 
present two preachers who have astanding as yet among 
the Methodiets, one of whom preaches there half of the 
time (although forbidden to do s0), and one’Baptist 
minister who was appointed president of the meeting. 
Afteran appropriate song by the choir and prayer by one 
of the Methodist preachers and another song, I was 
introduced for the address. I tried to do the best I 
could. There was marked attention, and at its close, by 
a@ uranimous vote, it was called for for publication. But 
as to its merit that I leave till the great harvest, Others 
also made remarks, 

Oa Sabbath morning we metas prearranged. The 
“spectacle clase,” alludei to before, is truly an adorn- 
ment to their Sunday-school (which is one of the finest 
I ever met)—a large class all wearing spectacles from 
age. Truly the hoary head is a crown of glory if found in 
the way of righteousness. They were all seated in chairs, 
a gift from a lady who lived at some distance, At the 
sound of the bell all prepared for che public service, I 
would like to speak of the preliminaries and of the ex- 
cellent singing, etc., but can not, The next day I was 
kindly conveyed back to the depot with all expenses 
paid. 

I bad not heard from that dear people since until the 
other day in answer toa letter sent to Bro. Butts, one 
of their most efficient workers and their Sunday-school 
superintendent, some extracts from which will throw 
more light on their situation than anything else, He 
gaye: 

“Dear Friend and Brother,—We all were much pleased 
with your very kind letter. We approve your principles 
and love your spirit. Your words of wisdom and enconur- 
egement have fallen gratefully on our ears—seeming like 
apples of gold, etc. You have many friends in this place 
who are very thankfal for the interest you have taken in 
their welfare. The good Father will see to it that such la- 
bors of love be not fruitless. © 

“Thanks for the minutes of your conference sent me, 
We have read them with great interest. I can not but ad- 
mire the liberality and fraternal spirit of your people, May 
God greatly prosper all their consecrated labors.”

Keep the Earhest Pullete—They will 
be your winter Jayers, eapeciaily if they 
show signs of having grown well. Push 
them forward, as they should commence 
to lay by October. Late pullets some- 
times do not lay until March, and for thet 
reason are unprofitable, as they must be 
kept over the winter at an expense, It 
is the early ones that pay. :
